DA; Perhaps you could 
tell us a bit about your back¬ 
ground Are you originally 
from St. Louis? 

Greenfield: No I grew- 

up in Iowa. I was born in 
Chicago but moved to Iowa 
when I was about three 1 
stayed in Iowa through col¬ 
lege and then left - never to 
return

Greenfield I grew up in 

the city of Waterloo which

Greenfield I 

went to Grinnell Col¬

Moines and Iowa 
City 

DA What about your 
Law School education? 
Greenfield At the Uni¬ 
versity of Texas. I had 
enough of cold winters and 
thought ‘‘let s try the South.”

DA How did you come to 
be at Washington University 
- did you enter academia im¬

Greenfield: I went 

straight into teaching from 
Law School. Washington Uni¬ 
versity had two features for 
which I was looking. (1) an 
excellent Law School and (2) a 
job. 

DA: Well, that’s always a

Greenfield: The second

I moved 
into the then new 
building of Mudd

dampened 

DA: As someone with 
more knowledge of Mudd Hall, 
can you tell us whether it was 
originally intended to be de¬ 
signed as it is? 

Greenfield How is that? 
DA Ugly as all hell 

Greenfield In fact, the 
architectural theme of all ex¬ 
posed concrete was widely 
used by many modernist archi¬ 
tects in the 1960’s and early 
1970’s. 


DA: Returning to your 

background, did you take and 
pass any State Bar Exam? 
Greenfield: No I have 

not taken the Bar Exam. 

DA: Would you share 

some of your hobbies or inter¬ 
ests with us? 

Greenfield I have en¬ 
joyed athletics a great deal. I 
used to play basketball and 
racquetball, badminton, ten¬ 
nis, bicycling and the like until 
I had some knee problems - all 
attributable to Professor 
Becker - so now I no longer 
play basketball or racquetball 
but I still play tennis and bicy¬ 
cle.

Greenfield: My wife con¬ 

ceived the idea after we tromped 
around on a trip to Europe and she 
tolerated my pointing to all the 
stone work on the buildings and 
stating “Oooh look at that Gar¬ 
goyle, isn’t that Grotesque neat” 
while taking dozens of pho¬ 
tographs. She then concluded that 
this would be a way to “get even” 
with me. So she talked to Dean 
Ellis about it and he said “let’s do 
it.” 

DA: Were you aware of the 

plans? 

Greenfield: No, in 

fact, I was totally un¬ 
aware of the plan until it 
was all completed and I 
was taking my wife on 
what I thought was a little 
tour of the building in 
progress - dragging her to 
many more parts of the 
building than she had in mind. I 
then stumbled into the reading 
room and there was this big piece 
of stone in a crate. Then the Dean 
jumped out from behind a column 
along with some other people and 
there it was. 

DA: Does the “difficult to see” 

location just outside the reading 
room east window have any mean¬ 
ing? 

Greenfield: Well, I suppose

DA: You did mention the impoi 

tance of having any job 
Greenfield: 1 did not have an 

aversion to those subjects However 
I was more than a little intimidated 
coming straight out of L aw School 
into teaching and being assigned to 
teach a course that I had ne' er taken 
in Law School 

DA: Now that would have been a 

fun class as a student 
Greenfield Well, that first year 

was about just staying a step ahead 
DA: What about your teaching 

style? 

Greenfield: I believe very 

strongly in a Socratic approach to 
teaching. 1 think it has excellent 
benefits and I believe it works best 
and those benefits are maximized 
during the first year. As such, I tend 
to use that approach more during the 
first year than in my Consumer 
Transactions course. 

DA: You are one of the few fac¬ 

ulty members who address students 
on a first name basis, is there a partic¬ 
ular reason for that? 

Greenfield: It was a conscious 

decision I made. Because I tend to
